Full Crew Law 


In Supreme Court 


Argued by State Repre- 


sentative and Missouri 


Pacific Attorneys 


WASHINGTON-^)— The 
Arkan- 


sas "full crew" law regulating the size 
of crews on trains and in switching 
operations was assailed and defended 
before the Supreme Court Tuesday by 
lawyers for the Missouri Pacific rail- 
road and the state in arguments on an 
appeal case. 


Edward J. White for the railroad 


contended the law was an invalid ex- 
ercise of the police power of the state, 
explaining that standard freight and 
switching crews upon all line were one 
less brakeman and one less switchman 
than required by the Arkansas law. 


Compliance with the statue would 


entail on the Missouri Pacific an out- 
lay of approximately $600,000 a year 
and would cost all railroads in the 
state about $1,000,000 a year, White 
said, adding that the law contributed 
in no way to the efficiency or safety 
in operation of the railroad. 
."The federal court of the Western 
District of Arkansas dismissed the 
railroad's complaint, and Donald R. 
Richberg, representing the state of 
Arkansas, insisted that the case should 
be thrown out of court. 


He said the federal courts had no 


jurisdiction to enjoin state officers 
from enforcing state laws which had 
been held constitutional. The rail- 
road, he said, should have gone into 
state courts and if there denied its 
constitutional right could have ap- 
pealed to the Supreme. Court.
